Shake Your Mailbox 


As leaves change to brilliant hues and mornings begin 
with a heavy frost, Michigan’s County Road Commissions 
are asking state residents to prepares for winter by shaking 
their mailbox. 

Gov. Jennifery: «so cucch gh 

Granholm has officially 
proclaimed Saturday, 
Oct. 24 as ‘Shake Your 
Mailbox Day’ in Michi- 
gan. Shake Your Mail- 
box Day is a joint effort 
on the part of road com- 
missions andthe U.S. 
Postal Service. 

“What started out as . 

. an innovative idea in 
one northern county is’ 
now a statewide en- . 
deavor,’ said John 
Niemela, County Road 
Association of Michigan 
Director. “Many home- 
owners have started the 
practice of changing 
batteries in smoke de- 
tectors when clocks are 
changed for daylight. 
savings time. In the 
same manner, our goal 
is to encourage home- 
owners to make time 
each fall to prepare their mailbox for winter” 

Record snowfalls in recent winters have led to an increase 


in the number of mailboxes damaged by heavy snow thrown 


from passing plows. This creates a frustrating situation for 
homeowners unable to receive their mail and the road agen- 
cies blamed for the inconvenience. . 

“Road Commissions across the state are implementing 
local campaigns to inform residents of the need to prepare 
mailboxes to withstand winter snow removal operations,” 
Niemela said. “Many,of the mailboxes damaged by thrown 
snow have become loose after years of use. Damage to these 
posts and receptacles could -have been prevented by proper 
routine maintenance. 

“If the mailbox moves when shaken, this is likely an indi- 


cation the mailbox and/or post may not be able to withstand 
standard snow removal operations and should be repaired or 


replaced prior to the onset of winter” Niemela said. 

CRAM and the U.S. Postal Service are reminding Michi- 
gan residents that this is also a good time to replace loose 
hinges on the mailbox door and to replace or add reflective 
house numbers to allow postal workers and emergency re- 
sponders to easily find your home. 

Mailboxes are one of the only objects allowed by law to be 
placed in the road right-of-way. The location-and construc- 
tion of mailboxes must conform to the rules and regulations 
of the U.S. Postal Service and standards established by the 
American Association of State Highway and Transportation 


Officials (AASHTO) in “A Guide for Erecting Mailboxes on ~ 


Highways.” If residents have questions on what is allowed, 
they should contact their county road commission. 
The County Road Association of Michigan represents 
Michigan's 83 county road agencies that collectively main- 
_tain more than 75 percent of Michigan roads and over 5,600 
bridges, the third largest county road system in the nation.

HOLDING YOUR CHILD BACK A GRADE. 
MAY NOT IMPROVE DEVELOPMENT 


QU ESTION: Is retention in the same grade ever advisable F 


for a child who is not a late bloomer? How about the slow 
learner? 


DR. DOBSON: There are some students who cain profit 


from a second year at the same grade level and many who will 
not. The best guideline is this: Retain only the child for whom 
something will be different next year. A youngster who is sick 
for seven months in an academic year might profit from an- — 
other run-through when he or she is healthy. And as I've indi- 


_ cated, a late-developing child should be held back in 


kindergarten (or the first grade at the latest) to place him or ~ 
her with youngsters of comparable development. For the slow 
learner, however -- the child who has below-average ability --.a 
second journey through the same grade will not help. If he was 
failing the fourth grade in June, he will continue to fail the 
fourth grade i in September. The paCUIES from research on this 
issue are crystal clear. 

It is not often realized that the curricular content of each 
grade level is very similar to the year before and the year after. 
There is considerable redundancy in the concepts taught; the : 
students in each grade are taken a little further, but much of © 
the time is spent in review. The arithmetical methods of addi- 
tion and subtraction, for example, are taught in the primary © 
years, but considerable work is done on these tasks in the sixth 
grade, too. Nouns and verbs are taught repeatedly for several 
years. 
Thus, the most unjustifiable reason for retention is to give 
the slow learner another year of exposure to easier concepts. _ 
He will not do better the second time around! Nor is there 
much magic in summer school. Some parents hope that a six- 
week program in July and August will accomplish what was 
impossible in the ten months between September a June. 
They are often disappointed.

_ Once the family has finalized their list of family rules, 
all family members have signed the list, and it has been 
posted in a conspicuous place, it is time for the family to 
develop a list of consequences for breaking the family 
rules. The heading on the consequences list should be 
as follows: “If the children choose to break one of the fam- 
ily rules, then they choose to have a consequence from 
the following list given to them by their parents”. Under- 
standing that they do have choices allows kids to take re- 
sponsibility for their behavior. Again, develop the list of 
consequences with input from all family members. As 
with the rules, have all family members sign the conse- 


quences list and post it along side the family rules. 


When the kids are involved in the process of devel- 
oping rules and consequences, they are more likely to 
“take ownership” of the lists. They will’be less apt to 


rebel against their own rules and will be more willing to 


accept consequences from a list that they nelped de- 
velop.

Dear Anika, 
’m not mad about pre-paid 
legal. But a lot of folks who 
recommend and advocate it 
don’t like me very much,.be- 
cause | tell people it’s a bad 
‘idea. Here’s why: Pre-paid 
legal will cost you about $300 
a year. If you take $300 a year, and multiply that out 
over 10 years, you’re looking at $3,000. The truth is that 
the average American consumer doesn’t spend $3,000 
.on legal bills in this amount of time. . 
Lots of people will tell you that you miss out on tons of 
opportunities by not having a lawyer ready to jump into 
things. That’s a bunch of garbage! Once in a great while 
you may need the services of an attorney, but think 
about this: If the average person spent $3,000 or more 
over the course of 10 years on legal bills, while pre-paid 
legal took $3,000 from each of these people, pre-paid 
legal would go broke, wouldn’t it? They’d be handing © 
out more in legal services than they receive in fees! 
On average, you’ll come out better if you self-insure by 
having a good emergency fund in.place. That way, 
you'll have the money to pay for legal services should 
the need arise.

(Obtaining the deed) | 


Dear Dave, 
We live in Missouri, and we just paid | off our mortgage . 
in July. Do we have to contact the mortgage company 
to get the deed?

Dear Karen, 

‘It can vary depending. on where you lve, bt | believe: 
Missouri is a Deed of Trust and note state. The deed of 
trust is the lien against your house, and the mortgage 
company is supposed to file a release at the court- 
house for that Deed of Trust. Next, they should send 
you a copy, but it’s not unusual for things like this to 
take three or four months. 


‘ They'll also send you the original note you signed at 


closing. This should have “paid in full” stamped or writ- . 
ten across it in big, bold letters. That note becomes . 
your property. If they didn’t signify that the deal is done, 


you should write “paid in full” on the front yourself, and 


keep it in a very safe file forever. The original note is the 
documentation that you owed money, and the Deed of 


Trust contains the lien against your house. Typically, 


they will also send you a copy of the release Ot lien on 
the Deed of Trust. 

Just understand that most mortgage companies move 
slowly. But don’t be afraid to start rattling a few cages if . 
Christmas rolls around and you still haven’t heard from 
these guys!

Infant Diagnosed _ 


with Pertussis i in 


Charlevoix county 2 


An infant in Charlevoix County was diagnosed with pertussis, or whooping 
cough, this week. According to public health officials, whooping cough can be 
very serious in babies, who are too young to be fully immunized against the dis- 
ease. 

“Most cases of pertussis are preventable with immunization” said jeshins 
Meyerson, MD, Medical Director for the Health Department of Northwest 
Michigan. “This baby contracted the illness from a household member or care- 
giver who was infected with pertussis. It shows how important it is for everyone 
around babies to be fully immunized so they don’t spread disease? he said. 

_ “The single most important thing parents can do to protect their children 
from vaccine-preventable illnesses like pertussis is to get their infants vaccinated 
and follow the schedule for booster doses as their babies grow. We may not see 


_ very many cases of whooping cough, but it can be a very serious illness.” 


Pertussis is a respiratory infection caused by bacteria that spread easily 
among persons in close contact, such as members of the same household. ‘The ill- 
ness starts as cold-like symptoms—runny nose, sneezing, mild cough—and at 
this point is indistinguishable from many other upper respiratory illnesses. A 
week or two later, the cough worsens, becoming a series of severe, intermittent 
coughing fits, which make it difficult to breathe. Children may make a strange 
“whoop” noise as they-finally catch their breath, which is why pertussis has the 
nickname “Whooping Cough”. The bouts of coughing may end in PyORNUNS and 
often leave infected children exhausted. 

“Our main concern is the number of babies who developed pertussis. They 
are at greatest risk of developing a severe case of pertussis, which can result in 
death,” said Meyerson. “ 
doses on schedule to give them as much protection as possible. It's also impor- 


tant for family members of young babies to get a pertussis booster shot so they 


are protected from the illness and don’t pass it on to infants.” 

Infants should receive four doses of pertussis vaccine by the time they are 18 
months old. A routine booster dose is recomménded for children before they 
start kindergarten. 

“We also want to remind parents that booster shots that contain protection 
against tetanus, diphtheria, and pertussis (Tdap) can fade with time.” Pre-teens 
going to the doctor for their regular check-up at age 11 or 12 should get a dose of 
Tdap, he said. Adults who did not get a dose of Tdap as a pre-teen or teenager 
should get a dose, as should adults who are healthcare workers or who care for in- 
fants. . 

Infants often get pertussis in their own homes, from members of their fami- 
lies. The illness is most serious in babies, especially infants under six months of 


age whose small lungs and respiratory oe are less able to manage the assault 
_of the bacteria on their airways. 


While those diagnosed and treated with pertussis should be treated with an 
appropriate antibiotic, vaccination against the disease is the best way to control it. 

The Health Department of Northwest Michigan is mandated by the Michi- 
gan Public Health Code to promote wellness, prevent disease, provide quality 
healthcare, address health problems of vulnerable populations, and protect the 
environment for the residents and visitors of Antrim, Charlevoix, Emmet, and 
Otsego counties.

Children and adolescents age five through 18 who 
have medical conditions, like asthma or other lung 
disease, heart disease, diabetes, neurological disorders, 
cancer or chemotherapy, or immune system disorders. 

Children age nine and under need two doses of vac- 
cine 28 days apart. 

The Health Department’s supplies of injectable vac- 
cine are severely limited at this time; only those people 
who cannot get the vaccine in spray mist form will re- 
ceive an HINI “shot” at the October 30 clinics. Preg- 
nant women, children under two years old, and people 
with medical conditions described above will get an 
HIN1 injection. Also, anyone over age 50 who lives 
with or cares for an infant under six months old or 
who is a health care worker with direct patient contact 
will get an H1N1 injection. Everyone else in the cur- 
rent “vaccine priority sub-groups” will receive flu mist. 

“We're asking community members to please 


let those who are most vulnerable get the vaccine first,” 


said Joshua Meyerson, MD, Medical Director for the 
Health Department of Northwest Michigan. “We're in 
the early stages of a very long and challenging flu sea- 
son.
